A Note From Pastor Andrew 

The snow has fallen and snow days are in full swing. So far two days this week. I found myself somewhat 
complaining about the canceling of school because "the roads seemed fine," but as I think this, I hit a 
slippery spot or I get the car stuck at the end of the driveway, and I'm immediately reminded of the 
treacherous journey Jesus and his buddies travelled. All of those that followed him on the dangerous 
roads just to hear him speak, but more than this they travelled these roads to spread the word of God. 
People like Paul who faced prison persecution and poisonous people at every turn. Sometimes we must 
ask, what drove them to do such things? Why did they risk their lives to be a disciple of God? Well, I 
guess these questions provide their own answers. God! Faith! Trust! Belief, that there was, and is, 
something greater watching over us all and caring for us all. Belief in not the earthly limitations of life 
but the now promised and given heavenly limitless possibilities. When we think about it, it's so awe 
inspiring that I really am at a loss for words. I get all giddy inside and out, in fact I am rejuvenated in the 
calling God has provided me.. .but.. .but I cannot help but wonder, why do we struggle to do the same as 
our Christian ancestors? Why do we separate our faith from our lives and only find our connection to 
God as being active maybe when we attend worship, or when we're suffering, or are in need of prayer, 
or perhaps someone else is in need of prayer.

1 You have searched me, Lord, 
and you know me. 
2 You know when I sit and when I rise; 
you perceive my thoughts from afar. 
3 You discern my going out and my lying down; 
you are familiar with all my ways. 
4 Before a word is on my tongue 
you, Lord, know it completely. 
5 You hem me in behind and before, 
and you lay your hand upon me. 
6 Such knowledge is too wonderful for me, 
too lofty for me to attain. 



7 Where can I go from your Spirit? 
Where can I flee from your presence? 
8 If I go up to the heavens, you are there; 
if I make my bed in the depths, you are there. 
9 If I rise on the wings of the dawn, 
if I settle on the far side of the sea, 
10 even there your hand will guide me, 
your right hand will hold me fast. 
11 If I say, "Surely the darkness will hide me 
and the light become night around me," 
12 even the darkness will not be dark to you; 
the night will shine like the day, 
for darkness is as light to you. 

13 For you created my inmost being; 
you knit me together in my mother's womb. 
14 1 praise you because I am fearfully and wonderfully made; 
your works are wonderful, 
I know that full well. 
15 My frame was not hidden from you 
when I was made in the secret place, 
when I was woven together in the depths of the earth. 

16 Your eyes saw my unformed body; 
all the days ordained for me were written in your book 
before one of them came to be. 
17 How precious to me are your thoughts, God ! 
How vast is the sum of them ! 
18 Were I to count them, 
they would outnumber the grains of sand- 
when I awake, I am still with you 

Then I am reminded, I realize, much like those who put their life on the line so long ago and 
even now, God has got this, God is in charge always, forever, no matter what, and there is nothing, 
NOTHING!!! that will get in God's way of taking care of his children, God's child: you, anyone, everyone, 
and me. To question otherwise, isn't that a dangerous road. Prayers to you and yours.
